Another Blitzkrieg

The brutal attack on Holland and Bel- 
gium has in it no element of surprise. It 
has been long expected, and for the unfor- 
tunate populace is the realization of a 
dread they have endured from the com- 
mencement of the war between Germany 
and the Allies. Both countries have main- 
tained strict neutrality, refusing to make 
advance agreements with the Allies for 
protection in the event of assault. The at- 
tack upon them is without color of ex- 
cuse. Their only “offence” is their geo- 
graphic location. The invasion of their 
territories is the logical next step in the 
Nazi program to destroy every small state 
in Europe and make it either a part ora 
protectorate of the Reich. 

The attack follows the pattern adopt- 
ed in Poland, air bombardment without 
discrimination between fortified places 
and open towns, if not with actual prefer- 
ence for the latter as targets. Fortunate- 
ly, while remaining neutral in the most 
exacting sense of the term, both countries 
made every preparation they could against 
the outrage they feared, and are fighting 
valiantly against the invading hordes. 
Both have appealed to the Allies for aid, 
and this is to be given them in full mea- 
sure. 

For Belgium the invasion is a repeti- 
tion of the experience of twenty-six years 
ago, fortunately with mc difications. Both 
countries will see in Belgium's survival of 
the former war assurance that they will 
emerge from this one with their territories 
and their sovereignty undiminished, how- 
ever long and bitter the struggle may be. 


The Offensive Is On 


The great offensive on the western 
front has started—eight months lat 
cording to the predictions of last 
ber. Hitler started it—in which p 
lar the predictions were right. 

Belgium and Holland, because of their 
location, threw a neutral screen across 
the front of the Allied centre. They were 
in Hitler's way. If they can be crushed 
and occupied, their coasts will provide 
bases for air and U-boat attacks on Bri- 
tain and British shipping, and the way will 
be clear for an attack on the French 
flank, supposedly more vulnerable than 
the Maginot line farther south. Like the 
German high command in 1914—and At- 
tila nearly fifteen centuries ago—the 
Fuehrer prefers to try a route through 
the Low Countries rather than through 
the mountainous and heavi ee re- 
gion running from the Belgian border to 
Switzerland. 

In attacking these countries the enemy 
has broken the stalemate and declared for 
a war of action on the western front 
ther the attack succeeds or fails, heavy 
and continuous fighting must follow. Win 
or lose, the Fuehrer has staked the issue 
on “a great battle, which may last for days 
or even weeks”’—perhaps for months and 
even years in the sense of being a continu- 
ing struggle in that theatre. 


The war of waiting is over. The Allies 
won. They out-waited the enemy, wheth- 
er the Hitler nerves gave way under the

Someone Saw the Trap 


All the world knows now 
Allies could not afford to send a powerful 
army to Norway, where nothing less than 
a powerful and splendidly-equipped army 
would be of any use. Chamberlain and 
Churchill could not disclose the reason in 
plain terms during the debate in the House 
of Commons on Wednesday. Hitler told 
it in the early hours of Friday morning, 
the thundering crash of bombs hurled by 
his airmen upon the defences and the open 
towns of Holland and Belgium, The quite 
obvious fact is that this attack was fore- 
geen, and in the face of it the Allies dare 
mot dissipate their strength by sending 
large forces, and munitions of all sorts in 
endless amounts, to the aid of the Norwe-

For the 
invasion of the Low Countries is intended 
to be a preliminary to the main event—an 
attack upon Britain by bombers and sub- 
marines from the Dutch and Belgian 
coasts, and a furious drive against the 
French left flank. 

But the Allies did not walk into the 
trap. Somebody at London or Paris out- 
thought Hitler. The hoped-for diversion 
of the Allies’ strength did not occur. 
Their line was not weakened at the centre, 
the all-important point, nor their forces in 
the Near East depleted. The withdrawal 
of Allied detachments from Norway 
looked like the end of a bungle. It begins 
to look more like a bit of strategy. 


Closing the Ranks 


One immediate effect of the blitzkrieg 
so suddenly launched against Belgium 
and Holland was to stop the political 
strife in London. It may have seemed to 
Berlin that the acrimonious controversy 
had created a cleavage among British po- 
litical groups which would cause divided 
counsels and prevent concerted action. If 
So, the hope has been disappointed. 

Mr. Chamberlain has resigned, and Mr. 
Churchill has succeeded him as Prime 
Minister. Berlin will see no cause for 
gratification in that. Nor in the fact that 
all groups appear to be willing to pool 
their resources of talent and influence, 
and forget their grudges and quarrels, to 
create and support an oppositionless Gov- 
ernment. That being the nearest possible 
democratic pattern of a totalitarian set- 
up, Nazi faith will see in the development 
no good omen for the Nazi cause. 

Now that the fracas is over, it can be 
said that the impassioned outburst of 
criticism in the Commons and the press 
did not impress oversea observers as being 
either admirable or helpful. It seemed to 
Suggest that Britain had gone jittery over 
a reverse—if it was a reverse—in a sec- 
ondary theatre; had almost forgotten the 
enemy in the lively exchange of oratorical 
broadsides and the incidents of party by- 
play.

Already German ships nestling in the ports of 
the Dutch empire have been taken over by the 
Dutch, and Nazis arrested. 

Germany's brief hour of exultation at early 
military gains may be allowed her, for all she 
has won is the momentary advantage any 
scoundrel secures from a treacherous blow 
struck without warning under cover of night, 
With the dawn, came assurances from France

Taxing Smokers in N.B. 


Loyalty to their province is said to be a 
marked characteristic of the people of New 
Brunswick. We wonder how it will stand the 
new tax on tobaceo which the provincial govern- 
ment, in its quest of additional revenue, is im- 
posing. Mr. Doone, the provincial treasurer, 
estimates that it may bring in $125,000, but he 
admits that he doesn’t know and that this is only 
a guess, 

The Dominion Government has been taxing 
the smokers for a long time, of course— and in- 
creasing the taxation as its needs become 
greater, The Government figured, no doubt, that 
since smokers obtain such solace from the 
“weed,” they would quietly submit to the levy 
without kicking too much. 

Has the same idea prompted the Govern- 
ment of New Brunswick? And what will the 
smokers down there—including the women— 
Say about it? There is nothing new in the dupli- 
cation of taxation, of course. We have federal 
and provincial income taxes and liquor taxes 
(or the equivalent in profits), and there are in- 
Stances of duplication of the sales tax. 

We suppose that the New Brunswick Gov- 
ernment has considered the difficulty of enfore- 
ing the tax and. the temptations to smokers to 
smuggle tobacco in from the other provinces. 
At any rate, the experiment will be watched 
with interest. The fiscal laboratory work of some 
of our provinces may be useful to the others, 
even if it is mostly in raising warning signs. 
—Winnipeg Free Press. 


No Cause for Pessimism 

The fact that Allied operations in Norway are 
not being uniformly successful, that serious ob- 
Stacles are being encountered and that posi- 
tions here and there have had to be abandoned, 
has produced a sense of gloom and ‘discourage- 
ment which the cireumstances de not justify. 
People in this country who are surrendering to 
depression because of temporary reverses in 
Norway are not exercising the sane judgment 
of which in most circumstances they are capable. 
They fail to realize the fact that the German 
military machine is exceedingly formidable, that 
it got into Norway first and got quick possession 
of the southern areas, including the capital, and 
that the Allies have had to literally blast their 
way into ports of landing under extremely diffi- 
cult conditions, topographical as well as military. 
That they have been able to land large forces, 
to establish themselves, provide themselves with 
an air base and get their heavy guns and equip- 


ment into the country, is something like a 
miracle. Certainly it is a magnificent achieve- 
ment. But that the war can be won, whether in 


Norway or anywhere else, without periodical 
setbacks is not to be expected. Things like that 
simply do not happen. The war will be won, but 
the price must be paid and recent happenings 
must be regarded as examples of the difficulties 
and the sacrifices for which responsible British 
ministers have been preparing their fellow citi- 
zens ever since the inception of the struggle. 

Conditions may become very much worse 
than they are now without the prospect of final 
victory becoming any less sure or any more 
remote. If those who are giving away now to 
nervous disturbances will contrast the progress 
of this war with that of the last great conflict 
they will lift their heads again.—Montreal 
Gazette,

John A. Macdonald began what many people 
consider the very first step towards the evolu- 
tion of the Dominion of Canada as an independ- 
ent unit in the British Empire, now, by the 
Statute of Westminster, the British Common- 
wealth of Nations. It was the appointment of 
the first high commissi oner for Canada in Great 
Britain. Sir John placed much importance upon 
the new departure. He had got tired of the per- 
petual circumlocution of doing business through 
al and foreign offices and decided that 
the time had come when his dream (first put 
forward as early as 1870) of, having a Canadian 
official representative in London should be 
realized, 

He selected Sir Alexander T. Galt,

Father of Confederation, as the first high com- 

oner, a fitting choice, and Galt did his best 
to “do his job,” but he met with considerable 
opposition from the Gladstone government and 


in 1883 asked leave to resign. Sir John pro- 


tested: “The usefulness of the high commission- 
ership is only now beginning to be developed.” 
He pointed out that it would not be long before

It is difficult to say how much 
gastric juice is thrown out by the 
average stomach in one day, but it 
probably is as much as one hundred 
tablespoonfuls.

It seems that in every family, 
whether human or otherwise, there | 
is one odd member, one which is 
not quite like the others, some- 
times even very different. Such is 
the Yellow-bellied Sapsucker in the 
| woodpecker family. He is a drawer 
of water ag Well as, like the rest of 
his family, a hewer of wood. Like 
all woodpeckers he is a hard 
worker. 

The woodpeckers as a family are 
a stolid, unimaginative group. | 
Nature seems to have consigned tc 
them the difficult, apparently awk- 
ward task of climbing upright on a 
tree trunk and laboriously chisel- 
ling into the bark and even the 
solid wood for their food of boring | 
insect ‘arvae. Nesting sites are pro- 
duced in the same toilsome manner | 
for these are large excavation: 
made in the wood. All these habits 
the Sapsucker shares with his fam- 
ily. But strange to say he has dis- 
covered @ secret apparently un-| 
known to the other woodpeckers, | 
namely, that when certain trees are 
tapped in spring the sap oozes out 
And this sap provides him with a 
delicious drink He fairly revels in 
it. 

I believe that every Sapsucker 
when on migration has a regular 
line of trees in which he has peck- 
ed rows of holes. And he simply | 
goes the rounds drinking in turn | 
from all of them, “here a little, and 
there a little,"—a habit not un- 
known in the human race. 

All our woodpeckers have some 
striking markings; many are be- 
decked with patches of vivid hues; 
but none is so strangely garbed sz 
the Sapsucker. His back is mottled 
black and white, his breast creamy 
yellow with a huge black bib under 
his scarlet throat, broad lines of 
black and white run down hig face 
and neck, and he wears a vivid 
searlet cep. No other bird has such 
@ queer assortment of bars and 
patches, of stripes and checks. Al- 
together there ig something bizarre 
and clownish about his whole 
gel-up
